Judge Dyer Issues Preliminary 


Restraining Order in Anti- 
Trust Suit. 


IS CAUSTIC 


COMMENT 


1 “I'll Defend Decision if It Forces 


Shoemakers Back to Awl,” 
Court Says. 


Judge Dyer, in the. United States 
Court, today issued a preliminary in- 
junction, restraining the United States 
Shoe Machinery Co. from directly or in- 
directly enforcing the terms of its leases 


with shoe manufacturing concerns which 
use its machines. 

The suit was brought by the United 
States Government, and it is the first 
prosecution under the Clayton anti-trust 
law, passed in October, 1914. 

Affidavits were introduced to show 
that 98 per cent of the shoe machinery 
used in the United States is owned by 
the company, which leases it to manu- 
facturers under certain conditions al- 
leged to be in restraint of trade. 

The Government particularly objected 
to leasehold clauses which require that 
u rnuanufacturing company using certain 
machinery controlled by the company 
must not use any machinery manufac- 
tured by other companies. 

Comment Is Caustic. 

Judge Dyer in his opinion said: ‘‘Coun- 
sel contend that an injunction would do 
irreparable damage to the United Shoe 
Machinery Co. and to hundreds of man- 
ufacturers using its machines. Even if 
this is true the Court cannot hesitate to 
declare the law. If the course adopted 
stifled competition and created a monop- 
oly, the law should be enforced, even if 
it should become necessary to go back 
to the awl and. the wooden peg..”’ He 
said: 

The continuance of the business here- 
tofcre practiced by the defendants and 
ity lessees might, and probably would, 
further enrich them, but this would be 
{done at the expense of the men, women 
and children who, by reason of the mo- 
nopoly, Are forced to buy shoes from 
such lessees or manufacturers. 

The high prices paid by manufac- 
turers for the use of the defendant's ma- 
chines, ‘principal and auxiliary,’ fall 
eventuntly on those who wear the shoes. 
It is in the Interest of and for the bene- 
fit of these that the law was enacted. 

“It is hard to see how the ingenuity 
of man could have devised a scheme 
that would more effectually create a 
monopoly than the scheme set forth in 
the bill in this case. 

Shoe Machinery Lawyer Silent. 

Douglas Robert, attorney for the Shoe 
Machinery Co., declined to discuss the 
temporary injunction or its effects on 
the company.

Ceremony Takes Place in Public 
for First Time in 25 
Centuries. 


NO OATH ADMINISTERED 


Sudden Sunshine on Solemn 
Rites in Kiato Regarded as 
Good Omen. 


Mikado 8 All 
Death Sentences to 
Life Imprisonment 


KIOTO, Nov. 10.—- Emperor Toshi 
hito, in celebration of his corona- 
tion, has commuted all death sen- 
tences to life imprisonment and life 
imprisonment to 20 years’ servitude. 
The terms of other convicts have 
been reduced by half. 

The Emperor, in addition, has giv- 
en 1,000,000 yen ($500,000) to charity. 

Among the decorations bestowed 
by the Emperor was one upon 
Jokichi Takamine of New York, 
noted for his chemical research 
work. 

The American naval officers, who 
have come to Kioto for the corona- 
tion were entertained by Admiral 
Togo. 


KIOTO, Japan, Nov. 10.—In Kioto the 
ancient capital of Japan, Yoshihito was 
cansecrated Emperor today. 

For days the weather had been wet 
and gloomy, but at the moment Yoshi- 
hitc bowed down before the ancestral 
Sun Goddess this morning, the sun 
flashed over the mountain, dissipating 
the clouds. According to legend the Sun 
Goddess in prehistoric ages emerged 
from her rocky cave and filled the 
whole universe with glory. The appear- 
ance of the sun today is interpreted by 
the people of Japan as an omen of 2— 
lorg and ‘prosperoys reign by Yoshihito. 

The first part of the principal cere- 
menies held this morning consisted of a 
ritual service of ancestor worship, which 
struck a note of religious mysticism. 
This afternoon’s ceremofy, the formal 
onthronement of Yoshihito was for the 
people. 

Foreigners who witnessed the corona- 
tlon were deeply impressed with the 
scenes, which brought back the days of 
old Japan. The American women were 
particularly interested in the sight of 
the Japanese noblewomen in ancient 
court robes. 


Kioto is crowded tonight with persons | N 


from all parts of the empire and from 
many foreign lands. There are count 
less promenaders, bearing lanterns. 

The foreign women who attended the 
ceremony were confronted with the 
problem of averting the risk of illness 
occasioned by sitting in open pavilions 
while clad in decollette gowns. They 
solved the problem by carrying munia- 
ture charcoal heaters with them, but 
even then some of them suffered from 
the cold. 

Adwtral Winterhalter Becomes III. 

While the Emperor was speaking this 
afternoon, Rear Admiral Winterhalter 
was seized with dizziness and forced to 
retire. His illness was not serious. 

Premier Okuma, who is old and in- 
firm, was assisted by three retainers, 
who resembled ancient Samuari, as hv 
mounted to his place near the throne 
this afternoon, to respond to the Em- 
peror’s address. 

(The coronation of the Mikado took 
place at 3 p. m., today, Japanese time, 
which was last midnight in St: Louis, a 
difference of 15 hours.) 

This was the first time since the reign 
of Jimmu Tenno, 2500 years ago, that the 
people of Japan or representatives of 
foreign Powers were present at the 
ceremonies of coronation. Before this. 
only the court, feudal lords and samurai 
were permitted to be present. 

The new sovereign neither subscribed 
to oaths nor took a hereditary crown 
upon his head. No clergyman, priest or 
archbishop officiated as the intermedi- 
ary between Heaven and earth. 

Here the Emperor himself is supreme. 
Here the.coronation takes the form of 
surouncing to the spirits of the imperial 
ancestors that he has formally succeed- 
ed to the emperorship, that he has come 
into possession of the three Divine 
Treasures, and that he has actually as- 
cended the Takamikura“ or imperial 
and from the throne he an- 
nounces to his subjects that he has been 
consecrated as Emperor. He is the 19d 
Mikado in direct une from the fable! 
Goddess of the Sun. 

Bridges Old and New Japan. 

This coronation was the bridge be- 
tween the old and the new Japan—the 
official exodus for the impenetrable 
feudality of the past to the modernism 
and commencement of democracy of the 
present and future, the first great step 
in the modern political development of 
Japan having been taken by Emperor 
Mutsuhito in 1889, when he granted a 
constitution to his subjects. 

Every possible arrangement was made 
to impress upon the minds of the young 
the significance of the ceremonies. The 
part played by the school children of 
Japan is one of the most impressive fea- 
tures of the entire coronation program 
which will last about a month. Spe- 
etal portraits of the Emperor and Em- 
press were distributed and . commemo-

BRITISH FORCIBLY 
SEARGH AMERICAN 
- SHIP AT PROGRESO 


Cruiser Reported Lying Outside 
Mexican Port, Probably to 
Seize the Vessel. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The Amer- 
ican steamer Zealandria was forcibly 
searched by a party trom a British 
cruiser last week, while lying in the 
port of Progresso, Mexico. The Amer- 
ican Consul. there reports the cruiser 
now is lying outside, presumably wait- 
ing to seize the ship. 

On the face of such a report as the 
Consul sent, even though incomplete, the 
official conclusion here is that the Brit- 
ish naval authorities not only violated 
Mexiean neutrality, but far exceeded 
their rights in forcibly searching an 
American ship in a neutral port. 

The Zealandra has figured much of 
late in reports of the investigations of 
British agents who were on the trail of 
ships supposed to be fitting out in the 
United States for attacking oil-carrying 
ships from Mexican fields from which 
the British navy draws àa great propor- 
tion of its supply of fuel oil. 

On ‘Oct. 7 the Zealandra mysteriously 
left Pensacola, Fila., at night, clearing 
for Tampico, Mexico, carrying a large 
stock of provisions and manned princi- 
| pally by Germans. An American flag 
painted on her hull had been painted 
over, and it was reported that, while at 
sea, she flew the German colors, al- 
though that was denfed by her owners. 

The ship moved from Tampico to 
Campe where British agents located 
her and reported she bore a large quan- 
tity of rosin, for which there was no 
ostensible use in Mexico, although it is 
used largely for making shrapnel. They 
also reported their suspicions that she 
bore a large quantity of copper, and the 
British view was that the ship was 
waiting for an opportunity te slip out 
with the cargo for some port, from 
which it would find its way to Great 
Britain’s enemies. 


Owners of the Zealandia Have Heard 
Nothing of Ship’s Being Boarded. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The steamer 

Zealandia, reported searched by a board 
ing party from a British cruiser at 
Progreso, is owned by the Fiske Trad- 

ing Co. of New York. The owners said 

today that they were not aware that 
their vessel had been searched, nor had 
they received any report from Capt. 

Devanchier in the last week. 

No date had been set for the sailing 
of the Zealandia from Progreso, where 
it was thought to be waiting for some 
sort of a cargo. The Zealandia arrived 
at Progreso on Oct. . 

The manager denied that the Zea- 
landia had taken on board several men 
who escaped from the interned German 
auxiliary cruiser Kronprinz Wilhelm at 
Norfolk, Va., or that the vessel had 
been fitted out for German raids against 
British commerce in the Gulf of Mexico.

The scene of the ceremony was laid 
partly within the main hall and partly 
in the open-air courtway, upon which 
the Hall looked down. Halls for the 
spectators extended on each side of the 
courtway. As the Japanese doors and 
wall were removed the arrangement 
gave all participants an opportunity to 
see the setting of the courtway, the 
stairs leading to the throne and the 
throne itself. 

American Women Present. 

The two main gates leading to the 
Shishiiden were opened in early morn 
ing, the court police acting as guard. 
At the appointed time in the afternoon 
the police guard was replaced by troops, 
who lined up outside the gates and along 
the walls of the palace. The high digni- 
taries, peers, members of the House ot 
Representatives, members of the diplo- 
matic corps and their wives, who had 
attended the coronation Shinto service 
before the imperial sanctuary in the 
morning, arrived in front of the two 
side gates of the Shishtiden and assem- 
bled in a hall preliminary to entering 
the ceremonial pavilion.

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WHITLOCK’S LEGAL 
AID TS BANISHED 
FROM BELGIUM 


M. Deleval Made Report to 
American Minister in the 
Cavell Case. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—M. Deleval, 
a Belgian, employed by the United 
States as counselor to the legation at 
Brussels, has left Belgium and will not 
return to his post because Germany has 
given notice that he is perona non grata. 
The State Department will not admit 
that Deleval has been removed, but an- 
nounced today that he had left Bel- 
gium and will not return. 

Deleval probably will go to Havre, 
the present seat of the Belgian Govepn- 
ment. 

Reason Not Made Plain. 
Whether his unaccerptability to Ger- 
many came about through the activi- 
ties of the American legation staff in 
the case of Edith Cavell, the British 
nurse executed by Germany military 
authorities, is not made clear at the 
State Department. 

Under international law Germany is 
not called upon to give the reasons for 
objecting to Deleval and merely has no- 
tified the United States that his pres- 
ence is objectionable. 

Deleval left Belgium with Minister 
Whitlock, 

Deleval’s report to Minister Whitlock 
on steps he had taken in behalf of Miss 
Cavell expressed surprise at finding that 
“lawyers defending prisoners before the 
German military courts were not allowed 
te see their clients before the trial and 
were not shown any documents of the 
prosecution.” — 

Told of “Bad Faith.” 

It also expressed surprise that the 
American Legation had not been advised 
by the German authorities or by the 
man who defended Miss Cavell regard- 
ing the trial and sentence, and ‘‘extreme 
surprise’’ when told by a private inform- 
er that she had been sentenced. He also 
reported that Mr. Conrad, the official in 
charge of Germany’s political division in 
Belgium, had been asked to inform the 
American Legation immediately after 
the passing of the judgment in Miss 
Cavell’s case and that Conrad failed to 
do 80.

BRYAN SAYS J. N. 
GLASSES CHRIST

‘Sees Armies Marching Against 
Us From Every Direction,’ 
Former Secretary Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Former Sec- 
retary Bryan widened his disagreement 
with President Wilson over the question 
of national defense by issuing a formal!

fense upon a passage in the Old Testa- 
ment, written at a time when the chil- 
dren of Israel were surrounded by ene- 
mies? 

It is all right for Mr. Roosevelt t) 
round the trumpet, because all colors are 
red to him. He sees armies marchins 
against us from every direction, but the 
President is a man of peace and he is 
in a position to know that no one is 
threatening to attack us. It is surpris- 
ing, first, that in looking up Bible au- 
thority he shogld ignore the teachings 
of Christ, and second, that he should 
select a passage that refers, not to 
preparation against imaginary dangers 
but immediate action to meet an attack 
actually made.

CARTOONS SHOW 
PEOPLE SUPPORT 
WAR, SAYS USHER 


Washington University Profes- 
sor Displays Work of Euro- 
pean Artists at Lecture. 


ECHO OF PUBLIC FEELING 


Inferior in Technic and Expres- 
sion to Those in American 
Papers, He Declares. 


War cartoons from European papers 
were exhibited by Prof. Roland G. Usher 
in the Washington University medical 
auditorium last night, in an address on 
“The Rule of Public Opinion in the 
War.“ He argued, from the cartoons, 
that rhe public mina of each of the 
wurring nations supports tne war, and 
did so from the outset. 

Prof. Usher, having the whole war 


period to select from, had a much more 
meritorious display of pictures than the 
collections of European cartoons which 
are published in certain monthly reviews. 
Most of the pictures were not, as would 
be the case in this country, taken from 
daily newspapers, but were from illus- 
tratec periodicals. This, in itself, shows 
that the cartonist’s art in Europe is a 
generation behind the same art in this 
country. The pictures show this still 
more plainly—although Prof. Usher had 
found a few which were up to American 
etandards, in point of wit, and a "few 
others which had considerable artistic 
vsilue. 

Many European cartoons, Prof. Usher 
reminded his hearers, were drawn down 
to the comprehension of those who can- 
not read. There could be no other ex- 
cuse for such crude portrayals as the 
one showing the devil running away 
with Kaisers Wilhelm and Franz Josef, 
or the one showing the Czar, blessed by 
one of his priests, setting fire to an 
East Prussian peasant’s stable. 

Caricature of Sir Edward Grey. 

On the other hand, subtlety appeared 
in the German caricature of Sir Edward 
Grey, with long forefinger terminating 
in cloven-hoof fashion, declaring that 
England would fight until the last 
Frenchman fell; and in an English serial 
picture showing the time table of the 
rapidly shifting German army, start- 
ing for one front at 9:16 one morning 
and for another at 2:53 the next after- 
noon. 

One German cartoon showed President 
Wilson unctuously handing Lord Kitch- 
ener a new shell, which was wrapped in 
a little protest but you won't take it 
seriously.’ Another showed, besides the 
President, the figures of the Pope and 
of the Angel of Peace. “How can my 
Angel of Peace fly?“ the Pontiff was 
remonstrating, “when you put shells in 
her pocket?” 

The Italian cartoons, of which several 

were shown, were inferior to the En- 
glish, German and French. Perhaps the 
best drawn of them was that which 
showed the allies keeping Peace waiting 
outside the door, while they perform tne 
task of cutting Kaiser Wilhelm's finger 
nails. 
A picture of John Bull as an ogre, 
who had bound the figure of Truth to 
a stake, and representations of the 
British volunteer as a criminal, or as 
an unwilling and squirming conscript, 
were among the cruder of the German 
specimens. 

A French picture of the battle of the 
Marne, with figures disposed in mechati- 
ical toyland style, was laughable. The 
most artistic specimens displayed were 
French and German pictures dealing 
with the separations and bereavements 
of war, and a German view of the chalk 
cliffs of England, over which towered 
the specter of Bismarck, rising from the 
fea. 

Object of the Cartoons, 

War cartoons, the speaker argued, 
were intended by editors to please their 
readers, by coinciding with the ideas 
they had already formed, and at the 
same time to strengthen those who 
might be wavering. The people of each 
warring nation, he said, believed they 
were engaged in a defensive war, forced 
upon a reluctant people. They believed 
in the innocence and long forbearance 
of their own Government, and the con- 
sequent perfidy of other Governments 

nemies were the enemies of civ- 
ilization’, Believing this, it was impossi- 
ble for thém to believe that the wrong 
would conquer—i. e., that their side 
would be beaten. 

All the cartoonist had to do, there- 
fore, was to keep them in this manner 
of thinking, to cheer them up by show- 
ing the stupidity and fatuity of their 
enemies, or to anger them by showing 
their enemies’ barbarism. The British 
cartoonist did this by showing the ruins 
of Rheims and Louvain, and Belgian 
babies transfixed by bayonets. The 
German cartoonist showed the British 
leading African cannibals to battle 


| against white men. 


Prof. Usher told of the scarcity of 
copper coins, or sous, in Paris, and of 
the fixed public belief there that German 
spies were spiriting these coins away *o 
melt into shells. The fact was, he said, 
that the army at the front, which was 
paid in coppers and did its trading in 
those coins, had caused the lack of sous 
in the city—but no one could persuade a 
Parisian of that. He cited the state of 
the English public mind, shown by the 
refusal of the Saxonia’s crew to sail for 
the United States unless the shirkers,“ 
forsaking England to “escape possible 
conscription, were left behind. 

He read several letters printed in 
nowspapers or received in his personal 
mail, which criticised hig writings. One 
of them contained the inquiry: “How 
much money will it take to ‘get you on 
the German side—eh?’’

[PRESIDENT CALLS 


CABINET MEETING: | 
FIRST SINGE JUNE 


Message to Congress and Finan- 
cing of Defense Program to 
Be Taken Up Next Week. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Presideut 
Wilson will begin work next week ou 
his message to Congress. He has called 
a Cabinet meeting for Friday—the first 
to be held since last July—at which out- 
lines of the work of the Government 
departments and the estimates for the 
coming year will be discussed, and the 
President will lay the basis for his ad- 
dress to Congress, 

Next week the President will confer 
with the Congressional Budget Commit- 
tee, which is working on plans for co- 
ordinating the Government’s appropria- 
tions, and will discuss particularly plans 
for financing the new scheme of national 
defense. Regular Cabinet meetings 
twice a week will be resumed with the 
reassembling of Congress. 

The legislative program and ways t 
raising money were discussed by the 
President today with Senators Under- 
wood and Pomerene. 

Senator Underwood said he did not see 
how a bond issue would provide for in- 
creased army and navy expenditures, 
since the increase was to be permanent. 

Tax Increase Necessary, He Says. 

“The taxes will have to be increased, 
he said. “If the people want u larger 
army and navy they will have to pay for 
it. Generally speaking; changing tho 
tariff will not meet the situation, be- 
cause the imports have been cut down 
by the war. Of course, the tariff on 
sugar can be retained, but whether this 
will be done 1 do not know.” 

Senator Underwood said he was for 
an adequate army and navy but had not 
studied the administration plans suf- 
ficiently to approve or disapprove them. 

Representative Kitchin, who succeeds 
Underwood as majority leader ih the 
House, and who has told the President 
that he cannot support the national de- 
tense program, admitted in a state- 
ment today that a majority of his con- 
stituents approved the President's po- 
sition on preparedness.

The majority leader left for his home 


to begin a campaign to convince his 
constituents that he is right and the 
President wrong. 

“I am confident that they will change 
their minds after the opposition to this 
program has been revealed in the dis-

America's latest note to Great Brit- 
ain, protesting against the seizure of 
ships bound for neutral ports and the 
attempt to adjudicate the disputes 
arising from this action through the 
medium of a prize court, was giveu 
out for publication Monday and on 
that day, a synopsis of the 15,000 
word communication was printed. The 
Post-Dispatch presents today the 
complete text of the note, with the 
exception of the list of ships which 
Were diverted by British authorities 
or whioh touched, under instructions 
from owners, at the port of <irkwall. 
The note is as follows:

By RICHARD L. STOKES, 
S one of the most royal of the 
A dynasty of kings who have held 
Sway over the violin, Fritz 
Kreisler surpassed even himself in 
his recital last night at the Odeon, 
and was still lofty enough in person- 
ality to impress deeply upon his heac- 
ers the conviction that Kreisler the 
man is a bigger phenomenon than 
Kreisler the artist, incomparable as 
he is in the latter role today, and that 
here is an exalted and heroic char- 
acter which happens to express it- 
self through the fiddle, but which 
could never speak otherwise than 
nobly, whatever its medium. 
Intensity of thinking is the quality 
which Kreisler himself defines as his 
distinguishing trait as a musician, and 
it is the dynamic force of this fervor 
of thought and feeling, communicat 
ing itself by a kind of wireless cur- 
rent, to which he attributes his mov 
ing effects upon his audiences. Time 
was when his intensity burned with a 
leaping ardor, but now, in his forty- 
first year, it has become a steady and 
tranquil flame, which illumines his 
art as if it had been touched from 
high altar with hallowed fire. 


Consecrated to a High Task. 

It was this new consecration—inspired 
no doubt by Kreisler’s vow to dedicate 
himself and his genius to the high task 
of keeping alive the sparks of music in 
war-flooded “urope—which made this 
recital probably the most affecting and 
uplifting violin performance ever heard 
in this city. All of his old magic mas- 
tery of his instrument was there, his 
opulence of tone production, his de- 
licious delicacy of touch, his complete 
simplicity and sincerity of emotion. But 
no one could mistake the fact that into 
his prodigious art a new soul had been 
breathed—one more exalted even than 
that of the Kreisler of former years. 

In a program so lovely throughout as 
that offered by the artist it is difficult 
to allot especial praise to this number 
or that. But it seemed the general 
opinion that, for sheer beauty, the con- 
cert reached its climax in the slow 
movement of the Concerto in A Minor, 
by Viotti, founder of modern violin 
ple ying, who is said to have written 
this composition at the age of 14 years.

BARRED IN MAILS 


Pamphlet of Excerpts Not Al- 
lowed to Go to Orient, at 
Request of Britain. 


By Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 10.— 
Chandra, a local Hindu editor, an- 
nounéed that a pamphlet which he says 
is made up wholly of translated ex- 
cerpts from W. J. Bryan’s “British Rule 
in India,“ has been. barred from the 
mails to India at the request of the 
British Government. 

The pamphlet is entitled “Angan di 
Gawahi,’’ which is said to be a transla- 
tion of the Bryan title. 

Ram Chandra made public a letter 
signed with the name of Charles W. 
Fay. Postmaster, which said: 

“I have to inform you that the Gov- 
ernment of India has prohibited the im- 
portation into British India of any copy 
of a pamphlet entitled “Angan di 
Gawahi,’ published by Yuganter Ashram, 
San Francisco, U. S. A., whatever may 
do the language in which the pamphlet 
referred to may be printed. 

“Under these circumstances, it will be 
necessary for this office to decline to 
accept for mailing to British India copies 
of the pamphlet referred to.“ 
Chafes Under British Rule, 

Writer Declares. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The people of 
India, although reported by the British 
Press Bureau as loyal to the empire, 
really chafe under England’s domina- 
tion, and desire to be independent, ac- 
cording to Srinivas NR. Wagel, a gradu- 
ate of the University of Madras, in an 
article published in the Evening Post. 
This is of interest because cf the re- 
ports that Earl Kitchener is proceed- 
ing to India to cope with unrest there. 

Wagel asserts that conditions imme 
diately preceding the war were worse, 
as regards unrest under British rule, 
than in the past. “If the allies are 
fighting for the establishment of right 
and the independence of weak nations, 
a great deal of work would remain to 
be done besides defeating Germany.“ 
Wagel says. India is a glaring exam- 
ple of the iniquity of a nation that is 
now fighting ostensibly to save the 
world and civilization from control of 
the ‘Huns.’ 

During the last 10 years not a days 
has passed without a score or more of 
sedition trials. Sedition, bombs and vio- 
lende have been met by imprisonment, 
deportation and hanging. 

“The Viceroy, Lord Hardinge, honest- 
ly tried to do his best to help the po- 
litical advancement of the Indian peo- 
ple; and this attitude made him ex- 
tremely unpopular with the British in 
India. 

“Then the war started. Germany was 
painted in the worst colors, with a view 
to impress the Indian people that the 
principal object of Germany was to get 
hold of India and shoot men, women 
and children, just for sport, as they did 
in Belgium. 

“It Was vaguely pointed out that India 


India 


[was on the eve of receiving self-gov- 


ernment. The British took steps to 
avoid possibility of danger, and never 
believed that the wave of loyalty would 
last. The sources of danger were na- 
tive Indian troops, political agitators 
and newspapers. 

“While half the native Indian army 
was sent to France, the larger part of 
the British Indian army remained in the 
country to keep in check any mis- 
chievous activity on the part of the 
other half. 

“The Indian political leaders, who had 
no thought of organizing a rebellion, 
were also glad that the Indian army 
was sent to Europe, because they be- 
lieved that this would help to improve 
the position of India. Australia, Can- 
ada and the British colonies would not 
have Indians, because they thought 
that it was degrading for white men to 
work side by side with the Orientals in 
the fleld and factory. Now, it was con- 
tended, if they were willing to fight side 
by side with the Indians, the old objec- 
tion could have no force in the future. 

“A rigid censorship was established. 
One by one recalcitrant newspapers 
were suppressed. The few ‘dangerous’ 
persons were interned.“

LESS THAN 5 YEARS’ WORK 


Two Larger Cities of State Con- 
tribute About Half of State 
License Fund. 


JEFFERSON CITY,‘ Nov. 10.—The $320, - 
000 paid into the State treasury this 
year for automobile licenses, and, in ac- 
cordance with a statute, dribbled out in 
small sum to the “road drag” funds of 
the different counties, will produce no 
benefits to the State in the way of per 
manent highways, it is said by persons 
and officials who have made a careful 
study of the subject. 

Investigation by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter shows that the Old Trails road 
between St. Louis and Kansas City. 
approximately 300 miles long, could be 
constructed of macadam out of the auto- 
mobile license fees for five years. 

The injusticé ot the present method 
of distributing’ the fund accrued from 
automobile licenses, advocates for State 
road improvements. declare, is shown by 
the experience of S. Louis and Kansas 
City. These two elties, on account of 
the great number of high-power ma 
chines, contribute approximately one- 
half of the entire automobile license 
fund, yet. St. Louis gets not one cent cf 
return from the fund, and Kansas City 
getg very little. The only benefit that 
St. Louis ‘can be sad to get from the 
automobile license fund is from the 
small distribution made to St. ‘Loulr 
County—$728.15—a sum sufficient. for th. 
maintenance for one year of less than 
one and one-half miles of any of the 
main highways radiating trom St. Louis 
into the ‘county. 

St. Luis has 15,199; aiitdehobite owners, 
who have paid. licenses | into the State 
treasury; this year. The license fees run 
from $8 tor a small car up to $12 for 
the high-power machines. 4

The Rev. Zachariah Rosenfeld Wanted Back- 
done to Rest on Earth So Body Could 
Disintegrate Quicker. 


The instructions contained in the will 
of Zachariah Joseph Rosenfeld, who died 
about two months ago, and which was 
filed for probate yesterday, were car- 
ried out as far as possible, according to 
members of his family. The will was 
read shortly after his death. 
Rabbi Rosenfeld was for % years in 
charge of Sharis Sefard Synagogue at 
1500 Wash street and was considered 
one of the best informed men in this 
country on the laws of the Talmud. | 
One of the provisions of the will was 
that a hole three by three inches should. 
be cut in his casket at a point where 
his backbone should rest and that the 
casket should contain no metal nails. 
The family explained that this was in 
accordance with an orthodox Jewish 
practice as it was desirable that the 
backbone should rest on the earth and 
become a part of it as soon as possible. 
It was also desired that the casket it- 


self should disintegrate and for this | 


reason metal nails were not used. 

Another request Rabbi Rosenfeld made 
in his will was that the society of 
Keneseth Israel Hogdola of Jerusalem, 
which was founded by him, be notified 
by cablegram immediately upon his 
death so that they could fulfill a prom- 
ise to pray for the repose is soul by 
reading the Mishna. This algo was car- 
ried out. 

Rabbi Rosenfeld’s grave occupies four 
ordinary burial lots, according to his 
instructions. This was because the 
rabbi did not wish his body, when it 
again mingled with the earth, to be- 
come mixed with the body of any other 
person, f 

On account of the war in Europe the 
family has been unable to forward. the 
bequests of books and money to rela- 
tives and friends there, but Miss Fega 
Ralla Glazer, a granddaughter of Rabbi 
Rosenfeld, says they will be sent as 
soon as possible. 


There are 287 such roads in the State 
connecting the county seats of the dit- 
ferent counties. The dragging process 
consists of running a drag over the 
county highways after each rain, to 
pack the ground.

The wastefulness and inefficiency of 
the present system of distributing not 
only the automobile license fund, but 
all other good roads funds, amounting 
to a very large sum every year, is 
shown by the, fact that while Missouri 
has 107,923 miles of public roads, only 
4,755.5 miles—or 4.4 per cent—have been 
improved. 

The cost of a permanent rock road is 
about $5000 a mile. Rock roads are en- 
tirely satisfactory for cross-state high- 
ways, and for highways in all counties 
where there is not an extraordinary 
traffic. The rock roads of St. Louis 
County were adequate for the traffic 
until automobiles came into such gen- 
eral use during the past few years. 

Now the cost of maintenance of the 
principal highways leading from St. 
Louis into the county runs as high as 
$500 a mile, each year, for a distance 
of about five miles from the city limits. 
St. Louis County spent nearly $80,000 
last year to repair its roads. 

The $320,000 paid into the automobile |

license fund this year by the 75,293 own- 
ers in the State would build 64 miles of 
the Old Trails Highway between St. 
Louis and Kansas City, or an equal 
amount of the St. lLouis-Springfield 
highway. 

As it is probable that the automobile 
license fund next year will approximate 
$500,000, a permanent road all the way 
across the State could be built proba- 
bly in four years from the receipts of 
this fund. The Old Trails highway is a 
part of a transcontinental permanent 
highway from Washington to San Fran- 
cisco. The highway has already been 
completed from Washington to points in 
Eastern Illinois The construction of 
the road across this State would bring 
into Missouri 
every year, and would be a splendid ad- 
vertisement for the State.

Psychic Entertainer Skeptical When 
He Hears of “Patience Worth.” 


Arthur Delroy, English psychic enter- 
tainer, who came here to entertain the 
Business Men’s League at its luncheon 
at the Planters Hotel today, acquaint- 
ed himself this morning with ‘‘Patience 
Worth,” through some of the utterances 
attributed to her by Mrs. Curran’s nim- 
ble ouija board, and published in news- 
paper articles. 

His first comment was that Patience“ 
spoke not archaic English, as has been 


the English of the King James Bible 
and that! of Spenser’s Faerie Queene, 
with the Bible uppermost. 

It would not surprise me,“ he re- 
“to learn that Mrs. Curran had 
attended Sunday. school quite faithfully 
when she was a girl. 

The ouija board.“ he continued, 
“works by a combination of animal 
magnetism and subconscious impres- 
sions. It is very lightly regarded by 
most psychic students. That it should 
produce a body of literature, in a form 
of speech with which the recipient pro- 
fesses to be unfamiliar, is odd, but may 
not be incapable of explanation. 

“All oulja board ‘revelations’ come in : 
practically the same way. Someone 
takes the board up playfully, to amuse 
the baby, and discovers that he or she 
is a pure paychic.“ (Mrs. Curran has 
related that she and a neighbor began 
using the board to pass the time, while 
their husbands were playing penucnie.) 

In one of “Patience Worth’s” verses, 
Delroy found a line about the gabble of 
the goose's quack.” He said he liked 
this line, and that, so far as he could 
see, it applied to a good deal of the 
writing, which did not seem to him to 
be of a sort which would benefit anyone. 

Delroy’s talk to the Business Men's 
League was about psychic manifesta- 
tions, real and spurious, the latter being 
not less than 96 per cent of the whole. 
The league arranged for his talk as a 
change from the matter-of-fact business 
speeches to which it has been listening 
at its luncheons. 

Delroy maintains that there is no such 
thing as mind-reading, and that what is 
so called is accomplished by a system 
of signals and phrases previously agreed 
on. The question what 4s this?’ to a 
blinded mind reader, means a watch, 
Delroy said.

‘One-quarter of the entire wheat crop of the 
globe was harvested in the United States in spite 
of the great rains of the harvest season. The corn 
crop of 3,090,509,000 bushels is slightly smaller 
than that of one single prior year, but is also 
more than 300,000,000 bushels larger than the av- 
erage crop of five years. 

The total of all cereals—wheat, corn, oats, bar- 
ley, rye and lesser grains—reaches an amazing 
figure surpassing anything ever before known in 
this country, which means that it surgasses any- 
thing ever before known anywhere in all history. 
The root crops, including sugar beets, are huge. 
The tobacco crop is larger than the average and 
the cotton crop but little smaller than the av- 
erage. The staple fruits have been produted in 
perfectly unparalleled profusion. 

And with the enormous excess above our own 
needs for food which these unprecedented crops 
furnish, there has come no ruinous decline in 
price. While big crops have influenced one scale 
pan of the great balance operated under the law 
of supply and demand, the war has influenced the 
other pan. 

The floods of golden wheat pouring into mar- 
ket outstrip the floods put in motion by the fic- 
titious prices of speculation in Frank Norris’ de- 
scription in “The Pit.” At some primary points 
loaded freight cars are rolling in by the thou- 
sands, instead of by the hundreds, as in former 
years.

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A TYPICAL OCLASS-LEGISLATION PLEA. 

Various ‘pleas, particularly a plea sent us by 
„F. H. S.,“ make as exhaustive a case as could be 
made for the “moving van” bill, just passed by 
the Aldermen. 

The essential point is the same as in all pleas 
for class legislation. Benefits to some citizens 
are alleged as a result of this minor legislation. 
Therefore, to secure these | benefits a burden 
should be placed on other ‘citizens.

In Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch was a most inter- 
esting news story, showing how English people 
are doing great things for the soldiers who come 
home crippled from the war. In the same issue 
Frank Walsh pointed out that, in the United 
States, 700,000 workers are injured annually, in 
the more or less dangerous task of making a 
living. 

It is easy for those in the war zones to sym- 
pathize with their crippled fellows, but difficult 
for us, with the crippling process going on daily 
but not surrounded by the glamour of war. 
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THE PUBLIC UTILITY SQUEEZE. 


Facts made public many months ago by Post- 
Dispatch relative to the misuse of privileges in 
the péople’s water power at Keokuk are being 
brought out in official form by an aldermanic in- 
vestigation. 

The conditions. existing as a result of this 
scandal cannot be impressed too often on the 
public mind. The United Railways “buys from 
the Union Electric Co., a sister utility under the 
control of the North American Co., $716,576 worth 
of current a year, for which it pays 9.5 mills a 
kilowatt hour. The Union Electric Co. in turn 
buys this Keokuk current from another incorpo- 
rated subsidiary of middlemen of the North 
American inside ring at a cost of 5.8 mills, being 
a late reduction from 6.4 mills. 

However, the United Railways also buys a part 
of its current from this middleman corporation, 
which levies huge tolls for bringing the current 
from Florissant to the city line after it has 
been transmitted 140 miles from Keokuk to Flor- 
issant. For this current the United Railways 
pays only 6.4 mills. : 

If the United Railways had bought all its cur- 
rent from the electric middlemen—as virtually 
iz does except for a matter of bookkeeping en- 
abling the Union Electric to increase the charge 
on a part of it by 3.1 mills—it would have saved 
$231,255 last year. 

But this is not all the story. The successive 
robber charges for current from the Keokuk im- 
provement that was expected to give such large 
public benefits causes even this 6.4 minimum 
charge to exceed by 2 mills a kilowatt hour the 
cost at which current could be produced by steam 
power. 

The treasury of the line from Florissant is 
only a “kitty” into which St. Louisans are com- 
pelled to contribute through two local utilities 
without receiving any value in service. If they 
had been compelled to contribute to this one 
“kitty” alone, instead of to the Union Bllectric 
“kitty” also, the United Railways would have 
saved $231,255 last year. If no contributions had 
a made tosany “kitties” at all—if current had 

been bought directly from the Keokuk installa- 
tion or generated by steam—nearly half ann 
lion would have been saved. . 

We see now why President McCulloch urges 
the remission of the $235,000 annual mill tax. 
He must make up the $231,255 annual payments 
to the “kitty.” The whole scheme shows how
